Drug smugglers flocking to county, board warned

Smugglers are stepping up their 
efforts via the air and sea to land 
supplies of cocaine and marijuana in 
Santa 
Barbara County, 
a 
sheriff’s 
officer warned the Board of Supervisors 
Monday. 


Sheriff s Lt. George Bregante, who 
heads the county's task force on drug 
control, 
revealed 
the 
clandestine 
operations at "remote county beach 
areas” in the Gaviota and Refugio 
sectors and at the Channel Islands in 
calling on the board to approve funding 
for operations of a sheriff's search and 


underwater recovery vessel 
Lt Bregante said a "wealthy county 
woman” whom he declined to identify 
had donated a 34-foot, twin-engined craft 
worth $20,000 for search and recovery 
work by the Sheriff's Department 
The officer’s request for $2,500 from 
the county to assist with necessary 
operational costs and harbor slip fees 
for 1975-76 fiscal year was referred to 
the county administrative office for a 
recommendation. 
County 
Supervisor 
Robert 
E 
Kallman, who said he "sympathized 
with the proposal,” also called on a 
"written proposal” from Sheriff John 
W. Carpenter to be examined before the 


board 
took 
action on the funding 
request. 


Lt Bregante, interviewed later, said 
he felt narcotics smugglers operating at 
night with fast cruisers, were bringing 
in 
large 
amounts 
of 
narcotics 
originating in Mexico, and operating out 
of San Pedro and elsewhere. 


Lt. Bregante. who said the craft 
sought for sheriff’s offshore operations 
off the county waters and in the vicinity 
of the Channel Islands — also under 
county jurisdiction — is now in dry-dock 
in Santa Barbara, with the Deputy 
Sheriff ’s Assn assuming control of it for 
the time being 


He said one smugglers' vessel was 
sighted off Refugio and "smugglers cars 
were parked on the beach there,” in one 
operation 
the Sheriff’s Department 
frustrated. He said that the craft got 
away at that time but San Diego 
a u th o ritie s 
w ere 
a le rte d 
and 
apprehended the boat later. Two tons of 
marijuana were reportedly found, the 
board was told 
Radar and radio equipment hopefully 
will be donated, said Lt. Bregante. 
The officer didn’t elaborate on the 
smuggling operations by plane 
But 
there 
have 
been 
some mysterious 
landings by small craft, on Santa Cruz 
Island, he said, with "evidence” they 


were carrying marijuana 
The mysterious landing ot a small 
plane m a remote Cuyama Valley 
foothills area — and subsequent takeoff 
after sheriff's officers had found the 
plane 
and 
presumably 
thought 
it 
inoperative — has never been explained. 


Lt Bregante said the county officers 
are working with U.S. Customs officials 
and 
have 
run 
into 
"five 
major 
smuggling cases ” He said the Coast 
Guard, Fish and Game Commission and 
other agencies with vessels cannot do 
the criminal investigation work pursued 
by the sheriff’s men offshore 
Several of the supervisors showed 


some concern over adding to the ever- 
increasing 
budget under 
Sheriff 
Carpenter, 
whose sheriff-coroner 
operations will cost more than $5 5 
million in the coming fiscal year if 
requests are approved 


Supervisor James M Slater said he 
wondered if the sheriff's proposed 
"naval operations” wouldn’t get bigger 
if this proposal was approved

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Ready for a new shortage? 
Try finding gym space here

Who’s to say how long it would have 
taken Oscar 
Robertson 
to 
gain 
basketball stardom had he not had a 
place to practice as a youth? 
It is possible that Lompoc Valley has 
potential Robertsons in its midst, but a 
definite lack of gymnasium 
space m 
this athletic-prone Valley is certainly a 
drawback for gaining their full athletic 
potential. 
With a population of 26,500 within the 
city limits alone (roughly 48,000 in the 
Lompoc Valley), there is no city 
gymnasium. There are only four school 
gymnasiums in the entire valley and 
they are booked to capacity every day 
but Sunday during the basketball season, 
according to Robert Harvey, supervisor 
of buildings and grounds for the Lompoc 
School District. 
The Lompoc Girls’ Club, the City 
Parks and Recreation Department and 
the local YMCA are presently holding 
men’s and women’s exercise classes, 
gymnastics and jiu jitsu classes in 
rooms built for lectures, meetings or 
table games. 
Because the city has no adequate gym, 
Lompoc Junior High School has the only 
gym space available for city programs, 


according to Bill Jones of the Park and 
Recreation Department. School sources 
agree that the high school gyms are not 
or are rarely available during winter 
months due to school activities and adult 
education classes. 
Last year the School Board adopted a 
proposal to increase the girls’ athletic 
program in the high schools equal to that 
of the boys. The most 
noticeable 
increases 
have 
been 
in 
g irls’ 
in tersch o lastic 
basketball 
and 
gymnastics, but they have not been the 
only 
expanding 
athletic 
programs. 
Junior High programs as well as senior 
high boys' programs are also expanding, 
according to sources in the school 
district and the parks and recreation 
department. 
"This year, because of increases in 
the 
school athletic program, they’ve 
had to expand to the junior high,” said 
Jones. "Our time was cut about in half. " 
Though school records don’t show 
such a sizeable cut in the city’s gym 
time, they do show a trend toward less 
time for city use. Between December 
and March of the 1973-74 school year, the 
city met 81 times in the junior high gym 
for a total of 393 hours. During the same 
months this year the city has used or is 
scheduled to use the gym 68 times for a 


Board requires hearings 
on exotic animal housing 


Persons or organizations seeking to 
house exotic animals — as compared 
with regular household or farm animals 
— will be required to undergo public 
hearings to get a conditional use permit, 
the Board of Supervisors ruled Monday. 
The 
board 
adopted 
an 
ordinance 
requiring permits for animals such as 
bears, tigers, or even elephants, in any 
zoning district. 


Louise Beaman, Santa Ynez Valley 
resident, called the board’s attention to 
"animal ghost towns” she said had been 
left in the Buell ton area at Andersen’s 
former animal park — later known as 
Africa, U.S.A., and at Rancho La Vega, 
also along Highway 101. 


She called on the board to see to it that 
“proper conditions” be drawn up to 
make sure such animals have good 
housing, 
adequate 
diet, 
and 
good 


sanitary facilities provided tor them if a 
permit is allowed. She criticized wild 
animal trainers Ted and Pat Derby who 
had set up animal quarters in the 
Buellton area and then vacated them. 
But Shirley Keith, a volunteer worker 
for one of 
the Derby operations, 
defended the Derbys, saying that they 
weren't allowed back on premises to 
clean up after being forced off the 
properties. She said such statements 
criticizing the Derby operations was 
"damaging and unfair.” 
The board agreed to have the Planning 
Department staff draft standards to be 
followed by applicants granted use 
permits. 
It was felt the State Fish and Game 
Department should be consulted on 
individual applications along with the 
County Humane Society and Santa 
Barbara Natural History Museum.

total of 364 hours. School records also 
show that the city’s use of the gym was 
canceled for September and November 
of 1974 due to an incomplete school 
schedule. 
Junior high principal Robert Mott 
explained that the high school might 
have needed the junior high gym 
facilities during that time due to their 
increasing athletic program. Schedules 
were firmed up by November and the 
high school requested only the junior 
high playing fields. Consequently, the 
gym, to which school groups have first 
priority, was again available for city 
use. 
Under the present schedule, school 
groups use the gym after school till 5:30 
p.m. four days a week, according to 
Mott. Adult education uses the gym two 
nights a week and the city uses it for 
three nights a week as well as all day 
Saturday. 
Harvey feels that when the school 
athletic program is going full-fledged, 
possibly within the next year, it will be 
necessary to cut the city’s gym use 
time. 
According 
to 
Jones, 
the 
city’s 
shortage of gym time which is at its 
worst during the winter months, has 
resulted in curtailment of some of the 
city’s 
programs. 
Youth 
basketball, 
which involved 211 boys this year, took 
up all of the city’s time in January and 
most of February. Consequently a girls’ 
program couldn’t be started, as had 
been hoped, and adult basketball was 
postponed to run from the end of 
February into April. 
Jones doesn’t feel there is an overlap 
between 
school 
and 
city 
athletic 
programs. The city’s youth basketball 
involves elementary and junior high age 
youngsters, he says ... the elementary 
schools have no basketball programs 
and the junior high has only two teams. 
"We re trying to fill the void,” said 
Jones. 
The Lompoc Boy’s Club has a present 
membership of 418 boys, but they serve 
roughly 600, according to club director 
Ken Dial. The Lompoc Girls’ Club has 
280 members.

LISBON (UPI) - Air Force units 
loyal to former President Gen Antonio 
de Spinola bombed a military barracks 
at Lisbon's civilian airport today m a 
brief-lived uprising against the leftist 
government. The government said it 
crushed the rebellion and that Spinola 
had gone underground. 
It was the first indication that Spinola 
had been involved in the rebellion He 
became president when a military coup 
ousted 
P o rtu g a l’s 
40-year-old 
dictatorship last April but he was ousted 
in turn by a leftwing coup that put the 
present government in power. 
The Armed Forces announced over 
radio and television that the right-wing 


paratroop unit involved in the attack had 
surrendered and that "Gen. Spinola has 
fled to an unknown destination.” 
The 
attack 
was carried out by 
warplanes and helicopters in what 
President Francisco da Costa Gomes 
called 
a right-wing military move 
against the government. He said the 
situation was under control but asked 
for calm to avert civil war 
The attack was the first violence 
between units of the armed forces which 
toppled 
the 
right-wing 
regime 
of 
Premier Marcello Caetano almost a 
year ago. It was the result of a

between 
right-wing 
political 
moderates 
and 
radical

officials m Sacramento has apparently 
unfrozen funds for projects under the 
California Council for Criminal Justice. 
Included may be some $20,000 to finance 
the 
first 
phase

new 
communications systems for Lompoc 
Police Department. 
Word 
that the money was now 
available for key or emergency priority 
projects under CCCJ, came today from 
Ben Z. Woods, regional director of 
CCCJ. Woods announced that Dr. E. 
Kim Nelson, executive director of CCCJ 
was now processing and approving 
projects that had been temporarily held 
up last month for a special review by the 
Governor. 
Some 300 proposals for funds in excess 
of $18 million are now in the works, 
Woods said. 
Today, Police Chief James D. Smith 
said Lompoc Police Department had 
filed an application for a sophisticated 
communications system including a 
first phase repeater station, antennas, a 
base station, a console and one or two 
mobile radio units. He said Lompoc City 
Council had already earmarked $2,300 in

kills local man 


A 28-year-old employe of Jalama 
Ranch died last night from injuries 
suffered when his tractor rolled over on 
him in rugged terrain, southwest of 
Lompoc. 
Kenneth Ray Weilder, died at 6:20 
p.m. in Lompoc Hospital, despite rescue 
efforts 
of 
his 
fellow 
ranchhands. 
Weilder 
suffered head 
and back 
injuries. 
He 
was 
reportedly 
semi 
conscious 
when 
ranchhands, 
Lyle 
Henderson and Harry Day, brought him 
to the hospital at 5:35 p.m. 
Officials pieced together this story. 
Weilder left the Jalama Ranch area at 
about 1:30 p.m. headed up Water Creek 
Canyon to repair a telephone cable. He 
was working alone. At 2:30 p.m. when he 
failed to return, Day and Henderson 
were sent to investigate. 
The tractor apparently overturned 
and 
tumbled 
down 
a 
25-foot-high 
embankment, three miles up Water 
Creek. The tractor reportedly came to 
rest on its side in the creek. Weilder, 
suffering major facial injuries managed 
to crawl free of the tractor and 25 feet 
away when rescuers reached him. 
Funeral services were pending at 
McPeek Mortuary today

Mixed weather for Valley; 
all dams at spill stage 


Intermittent light showers alternating 
with patches of open sky brought a 
mixed weather bag to Lompoc Valley 
today. 
Three days of storm raised the levels 
of Juncal and Gibralter Dams to 
overflowing on the upper Santa Ynez 
River and the inflow at Cachuma was 
barely spilling at 570.19 feet above sea 
level. 
Flood 
control 
chief 
James 
Stubchaer said peak level at Bradbury 
Dam fronting Cachuma was 750.32 feet 
above sea level over the weekend. 
Stubchaer said Lompoc was alerted 
last Saturday of an impending spill at 
Bradbury and that all downstream 
ranchers had also been alerted. He said 
he saw no immediate problem resulting 
from the spill, which was at 1,000 cubic 
feet a second today 
In Lompoc, residents on west Willow 
Avenue were keeping wary eyes on the 
slopes behind their homes that gave way 
last week. 
Barry Gustafson, city director of 
public works said he knew of no history 
of major slides in that area. However, 
he declined to predict what would 
happen if in the near future rams 
continue as they have been. Lompoc 


Valley has received more than two 
inches of rain in the past few days. He 
said some portions of the embankment 
behind the homes were ioose today from 
all the water. 


Elsewhere, Gustafson said the city 
weathered the storm better as a result 
of the Lefkowitz storm drain system 
that was in its maiden season However, 
major flooding was still hitting H Street 
and 
the 
intersections of Chestnut, 
College and Pine Avenues, he said.

Congressman Robert Lagomarsmo, 
who has been leading a fight for 
consideration of the Vandenberg AFB 
site, hmted recently that all hopes for 
this area were lost 


There are four existing 
national 
cemeteries in California, three of them 
filled up and the fourth nearly full The 
VA has agreed to establish a new 
cemetery 
that 
theoretically 
would 
accommodate veterans at least until the 
year 2000 
The final decision is expected to be 
made by July 1 and the advisory board, 
headed by Adm. Jack McCain, is 
recommending the March AFB site as 
the most logical choice 
It is believed that the Vandenberg site 
was not considered due to its distance 
from metropolitan areas

Dodson-Menzel office feud smolders

New state legislation is being proposed which would support the 
stand of Presiding Superior Judge Floyd C. Dodson in attaining 
more control over the court-related functions in the office of 
County Clerk Howard Menzel, it was reported Monday. 
Other new developments in the continuing feud between Judge 
Dodson and Menzel over plans to provide new office space for the 
court administrator and for the new filing system in the clerk's 
office were these: 
— County sources said Judge Dodson is standing firm on his 
contention to have his court administrator Allen Abersman 
occupy new offices adjacent to the county clerk’s main office 
where Menzel plans to put in the filing system. The same sources 
say the judge is continuing to eye Menzel’s own private office as 
new chambers for himself. The judge's courtroom complex is 
adjacent to Menzel's own offices. The squeeze on Menzel thus 
continues as a two-way operation, it was said. 
— County supervisors, increasingly feeling the pressure put on 
them by Menzel to approve his plans and by the judge to let him 
have his say, again 
put off a decision Monday, unanimously 
approving a motion by Supervisor Harrell Fletcher to continue the 
matter for a week and allow administrative Officer Raymond 
Johnson to make another recommendation. 
— Menzel, calling on the board again Monday to settle the 
matter 
by approving the plans set up by the public works 
department after talks with h in ^ if and the court, pointed out 


that a >21,000 order by the county for filing equipment — as part of 
the total cost seen at $112,000 — is being “ hung up’ pending a 
decision Microfilming systems are operative but need to proceed 
with new components. 
— Abersman told interviewers after the session that the “ court 
is asking that the balance of plans be submitted to the court for 
review as required by law and in the context of legislation now 
proposed ” He stressed that of the seven Superior Court judges, 
all are agreed with Judge Dodson on the issue except Judge John 
T. Rickard The latter said he feels the county clerk knows what 
he is doing and should be allowed to carry out the project. 
— Abersman complained that Menzel wants to set up an office 
for Abersman “ in space now occupied by files along a wall that 
would be relatively remote from being a central location. He said 
where he is now located at the opposite end of the Courthouse on 
another level “ couldn't be farther away from court-related 
functions" of his office. 


Earlier, the supervisors — who face the chief decision of 
whether or not to approve contracts for the filing system as 
proposed — had rejected hopes of Judge Dodson to turn over the 
historic Mural Room as his courtroom, with Abersman in 
adjoining offices. 


— County sources said the judge and Abersman are also agreed 
that the best move would be to have the squabble referred to the 
National Center for State Courts to make an “ impartial decision" 
at a cost of possibly $25,000

cleared the haze surrounding 
its position 
on air pollution 
control Monday. 
T h e re 
w ere 
these 
developments: 
— The board unanimously 
approved a plan to have Santa 
Barbara County and Ventura 
County set up an alternative 
combined district in order to 
escape the six-county regional 
district dominated by smoggy 
Southern California counties 
which 
it is more or less 
obligated to join with under 
state guidance at this time. 


— Supervisor Frank J. Frost, 
a board liaison on air pollution 
control, said he signed the pact 
over 
the 
weekend pledging 
county participation in the six- 
county setup, but only for the 
purpose 
of exercising 
a 
provision in the pact to allow 
Santa Barbara and Ventura 
counties “ to drop out later.” 
— 
County officials 
have 
pointed 
out the 
southern 
coastal part of Santa Barbara 
County has had “ no business” 
being in the same South Coast 
Air Basin with Los Angeles and 
other counties in that area, and 
relates more with the South 
Central 
Coast 
Air 
Basin 
including 
the 
north 
Santa 


Barbara County area and San 
Luis Obispo 
— 
Supervisor 
Harrell 
Fletcher, also designated by 
the board as an air pollution 
control 
contact, 
said 
he 
expected to sign the same pact 
signed by Frost He added that 
“ San Luis Obispo County has 
basically agreed to go with us’ 
as 
an 
alternative 
move. 
Earlier, there was an effort to 
have Santa Barbara, Ventura 
and San Luis Obispo try to set 
up a unified new district. 
— The board was told by 
Assistant County Counsel Dana 
Smith there was another good 
reason for this county to sign 
the pact in Los Angeles over 


the weekend 
He said that 
legislation is pending which 
would “ force this county to get 
into a unified setup even worse 
than the present six-county 
organization" 
if 
it 
wasn't 
aligned with the Los Angeles 
area counties at this tune.

The biggest need the Girls'

If 
someone 
wishes 
to 
participate in an organized 
activity requiring gym space, 
he may enroll in the city 
program. If the city does not 
offer the type of activity in 
which he is interested, he may 
talk with people in the Park 
and 
Recreation 
Department 
and, if it is an activity that they 
feel the community could use, 
they will try to set up a 
program 
if 
the gym time 
is available to them 
If an individual or group is 
not satisfied by either of these 
methods, they may fill out a 
facility use request with the 
school. This must be done at 
least two weeks and not more 
than three months ahead of 
time If the time is available, 
they must qualify under the 
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rules and regulations for the 
use of school facilities. 
“ Much of the school district 
policy is brought about by state 
laws under the Civic Center 
Act," explains Harvey. 
The Civic Center Act allows 
no 
private, 
religious 
or 
commercial 
group 
to 
use 
school facilities. However, the 
School Board has the authority 
to make the facility available 
on a rental basis. 


Under

facility use rules, school gyms

and open to the general public 
they may do so free of charge 
... if they have adequate adult 
supervision, if their time does 
not exceed four hours, and if 
they don’t require special labor 
or equipment from the school.

rented for four hours for $35

Said Councilman Art Scott, 
“ No monies under the block 
grant can be used by private 
groups ... We still haven't 
determined if we can work this 
out.” 
The city’s need for a gym 
facility has been recognizied, 
according to Scott, and there 
might be a possibility of using 
other public funds which might 
be freed by using CD funds for 
other projects. Or the funds 
might be authorized for some 
public agency for the building 
of a facility and they might in 
turn give the managing of that 
facility over to the Boys and 
Girls Clubs. 
“ It’s a little premature for 
me to say what the chances are 
for a city gym facility,” said 
Scott. “ At this point we do 
recognize the need; however, 
first we have to qualify for the 
funds.”

Director A1 Autry said the 
commission in a review of all 
mobile home parks a couple of 
years ago declined to approve 
the T classification for the park

to meet

Top Cambodia general ousted as rockets fall 


PHNOM PENH 
(UPI) - 
High-ranking military sources 
said today Cambodian army 
Commander-in-Chief Lt. Gen 
Sosthene Fernandez has been 
ousted in a government effort 
to raise morale among badly 
battered troops defending the 
shrinking Phnom Penh defense 
perimeter. 
The command shakeup came 
as heavy rebel rocket attacks 
on Phnom Penh’s Pochentong 
Airport forced the U.S. airlift 
of food from Saigon to shut 
down two hours early. 
The 
C130s, 
which 
carry 
ammunition 
and 
fuel 
from 
bases in Thailand, kept on 
flying after the more vulnera­ 
ble DC8 jets called it a day 


Sources in the Cambodian 
high command said Fernandez 
will be replaced Wednesday by 
Lt. Gen. Sutsakhan. 


Fernandez, commander and 
chief of staff of the Cambodian 
army since September of 1972, 
submitted his resignation to 
President Lon Nol late last 
week following a series of 
military reverses and some 
implied criticism in the Nation­ 
al Assembly. 
Sutsakhan 
was 
previously 
minister for security in the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
of 
P r i n c e 
Norodom Sihanouk and served 
as a personal aide to the now 
exiled prince. 
After Sihanouk's ouster in 
March 
of 
1970, 
Sutsakhan 
remained on active army duty 
for a time but then resigned in 
a dispute over direction of the 
army. 
In 
the 
past 
few 
years 
Sutsakhan 
has 
served 
as 
counsellor for foreign affairs. 
Well-informed sources said 


o t h e r

The sources said that a new 
commander might instill some 
hope in the badly mauled troops 
defending Phnom Penh. 
Britain completed its evacua­ 
tion of British and Common­ 
wealth subjects from Phnom 
Penh today by rushing three 
dozen of the foreigners to a 
C130 Hercules transport that 
kept its motors running while 
passengers scrambled aboard 
As the passengers were on 
their way to the airport, rebels

the rockets were getting too 
close.” 
He said none of the DC8 jets 
was damaged by the rebel fire 
The planes flew in 519 tons of 
rice and 46 tons of kerosene 
from Saigon 
Rebel gunners slammed 20 
rockets into the airporl early 
today, but no casualties were 
reported 
A total of 54 rockets hit the 
airport Monday, killing three 
persons and wounding seven 
Another 10 rockets landing in 
and around the capital Monday

Cyprus talks to resume after Kissinger visit 


ANKARA (UPI) - Turkish 
Foreign 
Minister 
Melih 
Esenbel announced today after 
meetings with Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger that 
talks 
between 
Turkish 
and 
Greek Cypriots over the future 
of Cyprus would be resumed 
"very shortly.” 
He called a news conference 
to announce the move after his 
third meeting with Kissinger in 
less than 24 hours Kissinger’s 
main aim was to get the talks 
going again 
Esenbel also said Kissinger 
had agreed to send Undersecre­ 
tary of State Arthur Hartman 


to Brussels to “accelerate” the 
delivery by America’s Euro­ 
pean allies of spare parts to 
Turkey’s armed forces. 
The move was apparently 
intended to compensate the 
Turkish 
a rm ed 
fo r c e s , 
especially the air force, for the 
halt in U.S. arms shipments 
ordered by Congress Feb. 5 
because of lack of progress 
toward a a Cyprus settlement. 
Esenbel said Kissinger ex­ 
pressed the hope that Congress 
would reverse its decision in 
“ several weeks tim e.” 
Kissinger took a day out of 
his Middle East peace shuttle 


to fly here at the surprise 
invitation of the Turkish gov­ 
ernment after he had conferred 
Friday with Greek Foreign 
Minister Dimitrios Bitsios in 
Brussels. 
This evening Kissinger was 
flying back to Israel to resume 
his 
shuttle 
between 
that 
country and Egypt in search of 
a second stage agreement on 
Israeli troop withdrawals in the 
Sinai desert 
Speaking as Kissinger called 
on 
other 
Turkish 
leaders, 
Esenbel told newsmen, “Talks 
will be resumed very shortly 
between the Turkish and Greek 


Cypriots. In time when there 
has 
been 
enough 
progress 
Turkey will be ready to begin 
negotiations with Greece .”

Jobless health Insurance 
subsidies not in Ford plan 


No guarantee given 
on Cambodia aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Denying its position 
represents a lack of compassion, 
the Ford 
administration 
has 
staked 
out 
a 
lonely 
opposition on Capitol Hill to health insurance 
subsidies for the unemployed. 
The subsidy idea has won the support in 
congressional testimony of an unusual alliance 
of labor unions, health insurers, hospitals and 
organized medicine. The American Medical 
Association, for instance, has urged speedy 
passage of a health bill for the jobless. 
But Health, Education and Welfare Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger and a top Labor Department 
official Monday listed three reasons for ad­ 
ministration 
opposition: 
additional 
costs, 
inequities in benefits and administrative chaos. 
“It is not easy to testify against health 
insurance for the unemployed,” Weinberger 
told a health subcommittee of the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 
“But certainly health insurance coverage only 
for 
those 
receiving 
unemployment 
com­ 
pensation does not address the problems of 
millions more of our citizens whose needs are as 
great or greater.” 
He said “there are going to be questions 
raised whether we have concern for the unem­ 
ployed ... We are all deeply concerned.” The 


fact that the administration believes in different 
solutions does not mean it lacks compassion, he 
said. 
Instead of providing government subsidies to 
continue health insurance coverage for the 
families of unemployed workers, the most 
important thing is to get the unemployed back to 
work, Weinberger testified. 
He 
said 
Congress 
also 
is 
considering 
legislation 
to 
continue 
home 
mortgage 
payments for the unemployed and asked, “What 
about utility bills and car payments? How far do 
we g o ... ?” 
The additional cost to taxpayers of health 
insurance subsidies for the jobless would range 
from nearly $1.3 billion a year under one 
proposal to $3.1 billion under another, Wein­ 
berger said. 
The legislation could create such inequities as 
working taxpayers with little or no health 
insurance themselves paying the hospital and 
doctor bills of the unemployed, he testified. 
At a separate hearing, Undersecretary of 
Labor Richard Schubert said any attempt to 
assure health insurance protection for the 
unemployed would create administrative chaos.

Amtrak officials told Congress 
today that unless the national 
railroad passenger system gets 
an immediate $63 million in 
public funds passengers will 
face “drastic curtailment or 
even cessation” of service by 
mid-April.

But the appeals court ruled 
that

did 
not 
practice any deliberate policy

segregation,

fostered.” The court said there 
could 
be 
no 
violation 
of 
students' constitutional rights 
without an intent to segregate. 
The Gittelson decision — 
based on a suit filed by the 
ACLU for the parents of Mary 
Ellen Crawford, a student, on 
behalf 
of 
"all 
Negro 
and 
Mexican-American" pupils in 
the 
district 
—ordered 
the 


district to prepare and imple­ 
ment 
a 
master 
plan 
for 
integration within 19 months. 
That ruling was stayed by the 
school district’s appeal 
A spokesman said the ACLU 
will appeal Monday's decision 
to the State Supreme Court 
and, if necessary, to the U.S.

Mildred Dilling, artist 
earns audience rapport

It was 15 years ago this month that 
Mildred Dilling last appeared in recital 
in Lompoc for Community Concerts. The 
return of this world famous harpist was 
greatly anticipated by many long-time 
residents. She is probably the most 
remembered of all the artists who have 
appeared here. 
Miss Dilling soon made it clear that 
lovely harp music is only a part of that 
memory. Her wit and warm personal 
charm captivate before a single note is 
heard 
An excellent “ Bourree" and “Arioso” 
(arranged 
by 
Dilling) 
began 
the 
program. 
The 
melody came forth 
beautifully 
from 
the 
surrounding 
accompaniment and was never lost. 
Following was the “Concerto for Harp” 
by Handel which for the most part was 
very well played. For some reason the 
cadenza between the second and third 
movements by Marcel Grandjany did 
not seem to fit. It’s hard to say exactly 
why. 
The staging and lighting was most 
effective with Mildred Dilling among 
many of her 109 harps. Her discourse 
through the history of the harp was 
enlightening and amusing 
Standouts 
were “Soldier’s Joy” on the Irish harp 
and “ Amaryllis” by King Louis XIV 
played on one of Maria Antoinette’s six 
harps. The concert harp used had 
belonged to Evangeline Booth. 
“Etude de Concert” by Godefroid 


showed off the then-new pedal harp. 
Some tangled netting at Miss Dilling's 
feet turned Liszt’s “Liebstraum” into a 
small disaster, but those things do 
happen once in a while. 
“The Fountains” by Albert Zabel 
showed the strong French influence on 
the court music at St. Petersburg and on 
harp music in general. “Fire Dance” by 
David Watkins was written for this 
artist. It was very rhythmic and added 
color contrast by the use of the 
fingernails. 
“Song of the Night” by Spanish 
harpist Carlos Salzedo contained a great 
variety of tonal color and was excitingly 
played. Knuckle strumming and tapping 
on the harp frame made it reminiscent 
of Spanish guitar music. 
The last three numbers were all of the 
impressionistic school. “Au Matin” (To 
Morning) 
by Marcel Tournier was 
followed by the famous “Clair de Lune” 
by Debussy. This fine performance on 
the harp made one wonder if it were not 
preferable to the piano. “ Legende” 
(Story of a Knight) is by Miss Dilling s 
famous teacher Henriette Renie. 
Encores included “Dance Oriental” 
by Harriet Cady and “Music Box 
March” by Poenitz. Of special interest 
was “March of the Men of Harlick” 
arranged by John Thomas, harpist to 
Queen Victoria. 
Mildred Dilling is ageless, delightful, 
and fortunately still shares her music 
with the world.

Cousteau asks Brown 
to halt sea pollution 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Jacques Cousteau, 
the famed expert of the underwater world, has 
called Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. to impose 
“zero pollution” requirements on industries. 
During a day-long Capitol visit Monday, 
Cousteau also told lawmakers a series of 
offshore islands should be built to double the 
effective size of California’s coastline. In addi­ 
tion, he recommended that spear fishing be 
banned 
He told Brown and legislators that industries 
should be required to recycle their own waste 
water with top management using it for 
drinking water to assure its quality. 
“Maybe we (government officials) should 
drink the water first,” joked Brown, who noted 
that Cousteau’s proposals would be extremely 
expensive. 
But Cousteau insisted it would be less 
expensive in the long run for industries to treat 
their own wastes than for public agencies to do 
it at huge waste water treatment plants. 
Accompanied by his son, Jean-Michel, and 
associate Dr. Bruce W. Halstead, he received 
standing 
ovations 
from 
the 
Senate 
and 
Assembly. Cousteau is the renowned French 
oceanographer who has sailed his research ship 
Calypso on “most of the seas of the world” and 
produced several television documentaries. 
Cousteau said that up to 60 per cent of the 
world’s oceans have deteriorated seriously 
because of man’s impact and called California’s 
offshore waters “very dirty.” 
To dramatize his point, he gave Brown a jar of 
fish that had died of cancer. The governor 
returned the fish, saying with a laugh “I don’t 


accept gifts.” 
Addressing the Senate, Cousteau said unless 
something was done to save the ocean's 
resources, “our own health may be very 
substantially affected in the coming years ” He 
cited a diminishing number of fish, and a high 
incidence of disease, especially cancer, among 
those remaining. 
Cousteau, who has studied oceans for 23 
years, also said California should limit use of as 
much of its coastline as possible because of 
tremendous population pressure on the coast, 
which he noted is small compared to the size of 
the western United States 
He also said the state’s coastline should be 
doubled through construction of a series of 
offshore islands. When the coastline pressure 
becomes intolerable in about 15 years, the 
islands would serve as a “safety valve,” he 
explained 
Cousteau also told lawmakers that spear 
fishermen should be banned from California 
because their presence “terrorizes the fish 
population.” 
Although they catch relatively few fish, he 
said the “presence of an aggressive man with a 
gun disturbs the fish to an unbelievable 
degree ’’ He said he has seen spear fishermen 
ruin the marine life on a coastal reef in one 
week 
Attending a news conference with Cousteau, 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy later said, 
“ I would agree with Capt. Cousteau's response 
that wherever spear fishing or any other 
intrusion would severely damage spawning that 
there ought to be limitations on it.’

Public labor law called 
unconstitutional by solon 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
collective bargaining bill which 
gives the right to strike to 1.9 
million public employes may 
unconstitutionally violate local 
home rule powers, the Senate 
Republican floor leader says 
Sen. George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach Monday based the 
statement on an opinion he 
requested from the legislative 
counsel 
about

measure 
currently before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee 
The opinion stated that any 
state law would be unconstitu­ 
tional if it required that city 
and county charter provisions 


be overruled 
by collective 
bargaining agreements. 
“Subjects such as personnel 
matters have long been recog­ 
nized as an area in which home 
rule charter provisions are 
paramount over state law,” the 
opinion said. 


Legislation (SB275) by Sen. 
Ralph Dills, D-Gardena, would 
permit collective bargaining by 
public employes, set up a state 
board 
to 
oversee 
lengthy 
mediation 
and 
factfinding, 
sanction limited strikes and 
lockouts and impose binding 
arbitration to settle disputes.

Nation’s weather

“Spring is just around the corner, if we can just get the streets 
cleared in time for the parade,” sighed a tired and somewhat 
sarcastic Cincinnati police dispatcher. 
A thick blanket of new-fallen snow stretched from the Plains to 
the Atlantic coast today, just 10 days before spring s official 
arrival —and yet another winter storm was building up over the 
west. 


Cincinnati police handled some 150 accidents Monday as the 
worst snowstorm of winter swept over the southern Ohio city, 
dumping six inches of snow. 
Heavy snows socked much of the East and Midwest Monday, 
with falls ranging from a foot in Kansas to eight inches in western 
North Carolina. 


Deep slush and ice-covered highways touched off a flurry of 
auto accidents which left at least four persons dead. Storm- 
related traffic deaths were reported in Louisa and Perryville, 
Ky., Portland, Ind., and Havana, 111. 
Hundreds of cars slipped off icy Southern Illinois roadways and 
hundreds of schools were closed in Illinois, Missouri and North 
Carolina. 
Storm and travel warnings were posted in at least 12 states from 
the Mississippi Valley to the Carolinas, Maryland and Delaware. 
The storm lumbered over the Atlantic Coast and headed out to 
sea today. But a successor was developing in the southern Plateau 
and the central Rockies. 


Heavy snow warnings were posted today for northern Arizona 
and the mountains of Colorado, where more than six inches of new 
snow was forecast. An avalanche warning remained in effect for 
the San Juan mountains of Colorado. 


Locally heavy and blowing snow whipped the mountains of Utah 
and Southern California, and a winter storm watch was issued for 
the mountains of western New Mexico.

MEXICO CITY (UPI) — Mexico has 
turned down South Africa’s offer to play 
their politically-damaged Davis Cup 
match in Johannesburg, Mexican Tennis 
Federation president Miguel Osuna said 
Monday night. 
Osuna added the chances of playing 
the match “are less than 10 per cent 
now.” 
He said tennis development in Mexico 
could be put back “a number of years ’ 
as a result. 
The Mexican foreign ministry last 
Thursday refused to allow the South 
African team into Mexico because of its 
government’s racial policy. It said it 
was following a United Nations ruling to 
snub “rascist governments.” 
Osuna said South Africa’s offer to sage 
the match in Johannesburg was “out of 
the question. It would have been a 
terrible disadvantage. ’ ’ 
He said the Mexicans were awaiting 
word from the International Lawn 
Tennis Federation (ILTF) on what to do 
next and had not made any move to 
change the match to a neutral country. 
South Africa is Davis Cup champion 
by default, after India’s refusal last year 


to play the final, also because of South 
African apartheid. 
Osuna said the ILTF would have to act 
soon to resolve the problem of South 
Africa's winning by default. 


“It is something they (the ILTF) 
should not permit,” Osuna said. 
“People just cannot play against 
them. Before, it was just a question of 
apartheid. Now it is a United Nations 
decision. 


“I don’t know whether they (the 
ILTF) will expel them (the South 
Africans ) this year. But they will have a 
very crucial decision to make.” 
Osuna, whose brother Rafael won two 
Wimbledon 
doubles 
championships 
before being killed in a plane crash in 
I960, said his federation was “definitely 
disappointed.” 
“I really don’t think politics should be 
mixed in any way with sport,” he said. 
“When we went to see the foreign 
minister, he read the decision from the 
U N., which said that countries that 
voted against South Africa were not 
allowed to have any interchange at all 
with South Africa.

Whale-watching 
in full swing

The fishing has been a little slow off the coast, due to the 
weather, but the whale-watching has been great. 


SEA Landing in Santa Barbara, which runs a daily whale-watch 
boat, hit the jackpot Sunday when a 45-foot, 30-ton gray whale 
breached (jumped out of the water) five times within 20 yards of 
the boat. 


The 
whales 
are 
just 
beginning 
their 
northern 
migration, which will continue 
through April. SEA Landing 
runs a daily whale-watch boat, 
2ft hour trips, seven days a 
week (adults |5, kids $2 50, 
special rates for school groups, 
reservations recommended). 


The whales, of course, pass 
along the coast off Surf, but 
probably at some distance off 
shore. Best viewing spots are 
Point 
Conception, 
Point 
Arguello, and Santa Barbara. 


Salmon fishing and shallow-water rock fishing (off Santa Rosa 
Island) have been excellent out of Santa Barbara, but only when 
the weather has permitted boats out of the harbor. 
All the salmon taken off Santa Barbara have been small kings, 
which could mean there will be a good late run. 
SEA has a daily salmon boat, for small charter parties. 
Reservations a must. 


Further north, off San Luis Obispo, salmon fishing was reaching 
high gear when the weather changed. Skiffs were bringing in two 
fish per boat, with the five-day tally ending last Wednesday 
showing 94 boats and 181 fish. It takes salmon "know-how'' to 
catch 'em. 
Party boats from Port San Luis and Avila report conditions 
slow, although the "Hanky Panky" limited out several times. 
Anchovy appeared to be the best bait. 


Freshwater fishing 
Bass and white bass fishing at Nacimiento Lake was steady 
until the foul weather hit. 
In spite of the weather, bass fishing at Margarita Lake has been 
good, with fish over four pounds caught. Catfish are hitting from 
most any point of land, from the marina to White Oak Flats. 
Crappie are also hitting. 
On Lopez Lake trout fishing was slow, but the few fishermen out 
did well on crappie. The Antonio family from Arroyo Grande 
caught some of the largest crappie we have ever seen taken in 
local waters, up to 14 inches long, and that is a lot of crappie. 
The most popular bait is the old time "go-getter" lure, cheap 
and efficient. It is nothing but a small bit of aluminum tube and a 
few white feathers. 
Expensive lures are not really necessary. Many years ago we 
got large trout and bass with a lure made of an imitation silver 
anklet, cut in half, with a small treble hook. A good lure for any 
water is a Mepps. We used them surf fishing in Baja California 
with great success. Use the one with white feathers. 


Stray dogs 
The Department of Fish and Game reports an epidemic of stray 
dogs causing concern among ranchers statewide. The dogs have 
had a significantly depressing effect on the deer population in 
many areas. 
Many ranchers are shooting dogs on sight and some game 
wardens are authorized to do so if they see a dog harassing a wild 
animal. 
We have the same canine problem in our neighborhood in 
Arroyo Grande, where the dogs have taken over with no opposition 
from the local police.

pollution control device on 
their autos, we hear more and 
more about that experience. 
So far, we have heard about 
the injustice and inequity of 
the law; we have heard how 
badly fuel economy will be 
hampered in this time of daily 
“ fuel crises” ; and we have 
heard all about 
how the 
device will adversely affect 
the 
internal 
com bustion 
engine. And all the arguments 
and criticisms are probably 
valid. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
reason for the NOX system ’s 
existence has been lost in the 
confusion. 
You see, what we basically 
are 
talking 
about 
is 
the 
preservation of the quality of 
the air we breathe ... every 
day of our lives. We are also 
talking about the preservation 


of 
the 
air 
our 
children’s 
children will breathe, every 
day of their lives. 


Air pollution, as anyone who 
has lived in the metropolitan 
areas of our state knows, is a 
tremendous barrier to the 
enjoyment of life in those 
environs. Shortness of breath 
and a burning sensation in the 
eyes were not intended to be a 
condition of human existence, 
even among 
those living in 
urban 
a r e a s . Fur t he r 
deterioration of that air would 
most 
certainly result 
in 
further discomfort, and, if one 
thinks 
about it, 
how 
irresponsible must a culture 
be to allow its air to become 
so foul that its children cannot 
be permitted to play outdoors 
on certain days of the year. 


We 
are 
sure there 
are 
t h o u s a n d s 
of 
p e o p l e 
throughout the state who have 


been required to fulfill this 
obligation to their society and 
who don’t like it one bit. We 
are positive these people feel 
those who see a need for the 
NOX device and passed the 
law as a result are either 
crazy, or self-serving, or both. 


We can understand that, and 
suggest that rather than the 
individuals, the facts about air 
pollution in California, and the 
t e c h n o l o g y 
p r e s e n t l y 
available to curtail it may 
have dictated the decision 
which ultimately brought a 
NOX device to your auto’s 
engine. 


One cannot possibly argue 
with the need for some such 
device right now, and if it is a 
stop-gap 
measure, 
costing 
more in both fuel and repairs, 
we submit its value is no less 
when applied to the job it is 
assigned to do. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Armed dead end 


WASHINGTON — In line at the cash- 
and-carry 
counter 
of 
the 
world’s 
greatest arms merchant is a new 
customer. After a ten-year embargo, 
Pakistan has been granted the privilege 
of buying arms through that formidable 
merchandiser 
the 
Department 
of 
Defense 
To some this may appear simple 
justice since Pakistan, denied all minor 
sources, has seen India get massive 
arms assistance from the Soviet Union 
while building a sizeable armaments 
industry. 
This was the case 
that Pakistan Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto 
made 
with 
great effectiveness re­ 
cently when he was in 
Washington, pointing 
out that his country is 
an ally of the United 
States. 
But it must be seen 
as part of the world, 
with 
the 
advanced 
nations competing 
to sell to the poor and underdeveloped 
nations. This is sowing the dragon’s 
teeth and that crop has, throughout 
history, brought death, famine, plague. 
Lessons of the recent past should have 
driven 
this home with Greece as 
example No. 1. The United States up 
until 1972 had put roughly $1.7 billion in 
military assistance into Greece. Under 
a limit imposed by Congress the aid 
continued 
under 
the 
m ilitary 
dictatorship that seized power in 1967. It 
ran as high in one form or another as 
$100 million in some years. 
The 
end 
result 
was 
a 
military 
establishment that couldn’t fight its way 
out of a paper bag. The consolation prize 
was the continued presence of U.S.- 
NATO bases considered vital to the 
defense of the eastern Mediterranean. 
Those bases are now threatened by 
growing anti-Americanism out of the 
Turkish 
invasion 
and 
conquest 
of 
Cyprus. 


Turkey since 1947 got $4 billion in 
military 
aid. 
That 
aid 
has 
been 
suspended by Congress in view of 
Turkey’s stonewalling on the Cyprus 
issue. President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger have been trying 
every means to get the suspension lifted, 
thus far without success. 
And Turkey has held out against even 
such modest concessions as permitting 
part of the Greek Cypriot refugees on 
Cyprus to return to their homes and 
opening the airport. 
Time 
may 
be 
running 
out 
for 
Constantine 
Karamanlis 
in 
Athens. 
Returning from seven years in exile 
during the corrupt ruthless regime of 
the colonels, he was greeted with wild 
acclaim. 
The election that followed was a 
triumph with extremes of right and left 
repudiated. Karamanlis put together a 
moderate government that has had the 
support of the great majority of the 
Greek people. 
But with no progress on the stalemate 
on Cyprus and the Turks sitting tight on 
the most developed one-third of the 
island while 200,000 Greek Cypriots 
huddle in refugee camps, the submerged 
opposition becomes stronger. 
Only this week an attempt by the 
military to regain control was thwarted 
by swift action with the arrest of 37 
officers suspected of having planned a 
coup. 
This will not be the last attempt. 
Disaffection over Cyprus will grow 
unless there is an end of the stalemate. 
And that looks unlikely since the Turks 
have had the gall 
to declare the 
independence of their part of the island 
in a confederation that would include a 
Greek Cyprus. 
If military aid continues to be denied, 
the Turkish air force will, within six to 
eight weeks, run out of spare parts. At 
that point there may be some give. 
One conjecture is that the military 
may 
take over from the virtually 
nonexistent civilian 
government and 
once in power they would face the

We don’t often see and hear of real 
courage, so in this column I am going to 
recount such an act that I witnessed 
recently. Maybe you will disagree that 
much courage was involved.

schools compete 
in 
speech 
tournaments. A tournament starts early 
in the morning and goes all day because 
so many speech teams participate. 
Cabrillo High School sponsored a 
tournament and about 20 of us were 
asked to judge. Seven speaking events 
had been scheduled: humorous and 
dramatic 
interpretation, 
original 
oratory, 
im prom ptu 
sp eak in g, 
expository 
speaking, 
programmed 
reading, and extemporaneous speaking 
Some of us judges, I admit, don’t know 
a lot about competitive speaking and can 
not tell when a student is acting out a 
piece of humorous literature rather than 
interpreting it. We are asked to judge 
because someone, I hope, figures we are 
sensible and fair adults. 
Still, someone has to judge and it’s an 
unpaid job. 
Early in the eliminations of this 
particular tournament I was handed the 
judging sheets for one of several on­ 
going programmed reading events and 
sent to room CBC 16. Three students 
were waiting to begin when I arrived. 


The first speaker was a nicely dressed 
young 
man 
in 
a 
suit. 
He 
spoke 
confidently with an enviable command 
of the English language. Now what he 
spoke of escapes me. 
An attractive girl with braces and a 
beautiful complexion was next. Her 
delivery 
was rather dramatic, 
but 
effective. I could appreciate the clear 
organization of her discernible speech. 
She spoke on poverty. 
For an unaccountable reason, I began 
to excuse the three, thinking everyone 
had spoken, when the third student (a 
boy,) reminded me that he had yet to 
speak 1 had nearly passed him over. 
The boy moved to the front of the 
room. He was about 15 years old and 
looked like a misplaced character from 
Steinbeck’s “Grapes of Wrath. ” He had 
on black boots and baggy wool pants that 
had lost their shape He wore an ironed 
white shirt with a one-inch wide collar 
and a skinny black tie, both of which 
were in style around 1959 
He was 
coatless. 
His hair was cropped short and one of 
his two front teeth was missing. 
What was he doing here? 
As he spoke and read from his notes, 
the boy nervously picked at the seam of 
his right trousers leg. A good look at his 


splendidly rough and cut hands revealed 
his fate for this lifetime: to stack, to 
push, to pull, grab, twist, lift, strain, 
carry — to live by his hands. 
His speech delivery was awkward and 
the point of his presentation, which was 
on death, was unclear. He was not 
enjoying himself. Finally, his turn was 
over and he self-consciously hurried 
back to his seat. 
I was mesmerized by what had 
happened'’ 
Who was this boy? Why did he submit 
himself to this anxiety, especially when 
he was lacking in so many areas 
compared to his wealthy peers? What 
did he think and believe in? Where was 
he from and where was he going? 
Were there many like me who tended 
to pass him over? 
I excused the trio, but unfortunately I 
couldn't think of anything fast enough to 
say to stop the unlikely speaker. Now I 
will probably never see him again. 
Of course, he came in last. The only 
thing I could do was make a few 
encouraging notes on the judging sheet 
that he would receive later. Among 
other things I wrote, “You gave a brave 
presentation. Thanks.” 
They, like 1 said, don’t pay us to judge. 
We’re rewarded in other ways.
